2. I took the opportunity to call General Trudeau's 
attention to the article on page 19 Issue February-March of the 
G-2 Intelligence Review on Soviet hydroelectric development. I 
said it was a rood article in our opinion but that I felt it was 
trie kind of thing that should have been coordinated with our 
people inasmuch as the subject matter fell primarily under our 
jurisdiction under DCI1 15/1.
